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THE HISTORY OF -.THE A.E.F. 

The History of the A.E.F., by Shipley Thomas 
(George H. Doran Company: New York). In this vol- 
ume of 540 pages the author has produced one of the 
most valuable contributions to the military branch of 
the history of America’s participation in the World War 
in so far as it relates to the organizations which took 
part in the activities overseas. Mr. Thomas, who served 
as a captain in the 26th U.S. Infantry, 1st Division, 
A.E.F., participated with his regiment in the operations 
in the Sommerville, Toul, Cantigny and Sazerais sectors, 
the Montdidier-Noyon, Aisne-Marne, St. Mihiel and the 
first and second Meuse-Argonne offensives, the forced 
march to Sedan, and lastly served with the Army of 
Occupation in Germany, where he was adjutant of the 
180th Infantry Brigade, 90th Division, serving under 
Brig. Gen. U. G. McAlexander. After the armistice he 
graduated second in his class at the Army Intelligence 
School at Langres, France. In April, 1919, he was or- 
dered back to the United States and demobilized. 

He then obtained permission from Secretary of War 
Baker to write a history of the A.E.F., and the archives, 
records and maps of the Army War College were placed 
at his disposal. He was assisted in the preparation of 
this history by officers of the historical branch of the 
eneral Staff. Mr. Thomas later submitted his manu- 
seript. upon completion, to Secretary Baker. and at his 
direction it was gone over by the historical branch of 
the -G.S. The preface of the book contains a copy of 
an antogranhed letter from Major Gen. Charles P. Sum- 
merall. U.S.A.. who for a time commanded the 1st Divi- 
sion. A.E.F., in which he speaks of the onerations in 
which he was concerned, and says of the book: “You 
have given a faithful and impartial account of the occur- 
rences. From what I have learned of other operations, I 
believe the narrative is equally just. I regard the book 
as a valuable and timely contribution to the history of 
the American Expeditionary Forces.” In a’ foreword, 
Brig. Gen. U. G. McAlexander says: “The author has 
taken great pains to present historical facts in an at- 
tractive. readable form. and to show to the mind a real- 
istic picture of the whole scene of operations. His ac- 
count, I believe. will be apnroved by those who saw ac- 
tual service and who are thus in a position to test his 
statements by personal knowledge. This certainly is the 
kind of history of America’s work overseas that we 
would wish the public, and the soldier as well, to have.” 

The author exnresses his indebtedness for facts sup- 
plied by many Regular Army and other officers of the 
A.F.F.. among them Generals Summerall and McAlex- 
ander, Rrig. Gen. Amos A. Fries. Cols. S. H. Wadhams, 
A. D. Tuttle, Edward Canfield, jr.. G. C. Marshall. jr. 
Thomas Miller, G. S. Patten, jr., Lieut. Col. FE. K. Coul- 
ter and Maior Robert Cotton. Aided by such authori- 
ties and with the approval of such high officials of. the 
War Department as those named, it is safe to say that 
the volume is one whose correctness as to facts and gen- 
eral authenticity may be fully. accepted. Acknowledg- 
ment is also made of data obtained from the publications 
Liaison and Stars and Stripes. 

Viewed from a literary standpoint, the book is written 
in an interesting and convincing style. Commencing with 
the declaration of war by the U.S. on April 6, 1917, the 
author tells of the activities of the A.E.F. from its or- 
ganization until its return home. Many incidents are 
recited which have not heretofore been mentioned. one 
for instance being an incident of the visit of Gen. John J. 
Pershing. U.S.A., to the tomh of Napoleon unon his 
arrival at Paris. June 14. 1917. Marshall Joffre took 
him down into the erypt, “where, for the first time in a 
century, the case containing the sword of Napoleon was 
onened and the sword was handed to the American Gen- 
eral. It was the first time this signal honor had ever 
been bestowed upon anyone.” In great detail the move- 
ments of the American troops abroad during the entire 
struggle are set forth, and as may well be assumed from 
the endorsement of the volume, with entire accuracy. 
There is also as a most important feature of the volume 
a brief history of each division of the A.E.F., which in- 
eludes the names of each organization of which they 
were composed. There is a copy of General Pershing’s 
farewell message to his army,a chapter containing a vis- 
itors’ guide to the places of historic interest on the 
western front, and a valuable index. There are many 
excellent nhotographs and a large number of diagrams 
showing the movements of various divisions, which aid 
in an understanding of the text. Altogether this is a 
most complete and admirable record of this country’s 
military participation in the World War. 
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Nov. 14 To pe ARMISTICE SunpDAY. 

President Wilson has directed that the 
colors be displayed at half staff at all Army and Navy 
posts and camps and Federal buildings on Nov. 14 as 
a token of the nation’s participation in the memorial 
services for the United States soldiers, sailors and ma- 
rines who gave their lives for their country in the World 
War. The President explained that the suggestion had 
been made to him that Nov. 14 be named as Armistice 
Sunday in order that religious services may be held 
throughout the country on that day. He expressed the 
belief that “the selection of a formal day which shall 
be annually set aside to commemorate our participation 
in the World War will some day doubtless be effected 
through legislation, and already [emorial Day, rich in 
heroic memories, has acquired additional significance as 
being appropriate also to the commemoration of the 
heroes of the World War. I am, however, so heartily in 
favor of the suggestion that has been made that I take 
occasion to express publicly my approval of the idea.

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| THE STORY of COLONEL 


MALONE 


Colonel of the Royal Air Force at Twenty-seven and a Member of Parliament at Twenty-eight 


IEUTENANT COLONEL L’ESTRANGE MaA- 
LONE is already one of the brilliant, outstanding 
figures of English political life. At the very height 

of a distinguished military career, he was selected as a 
candidate for Parliament and put in office by a decisive 
majority. Of his own free will, and without solicitation 
of any kind, Colonel Malone addressed the following 
letter to the London office of the Pelman Institute, and 
later gave permission for its public use:

ARMY ORDNANCE ASSOCIATION ELECTS OFFICERS. 

At a meeting of the Army Ordnance Association, re- 
cently held at the offices of the association in Washing- 
ton, D.C., officers and directors were elected as follows, 


to serve until October, 1921: President, Benedict Crow- 
ell, former Assistant Secretary of War; first vice presi- 
dent, William W. Coleman, who in September, 1918, was 
made special assistant to the Chief of Ordnance, in 
charge of artillery and its accessories; treasurer, Charles 
EK. Warren, who in the World War served on the staff 
of Major Gen. William Crozier, was chief of staff to 
Brigadier General Thompson, Small Arms Division; on 
the staff of Brig. Gen. Samuel McRoberts, procurement 
division ; and was later on the staff of the Secretary of 
War. Directors—Guy BE. Tripp, who was a brigadier gen- 
eral in the Ordnance Department in the war; Samuel 
McRoberts, Waldo C. Bryant, who was district chief of 
ordnance for Connecticut and part of Massachusetts ; 
Frank W. Scott, who was chairman of the General Mu- 
nitions Board; Robert P. Lamont, who served as chief 
of the procurement division, Ordnance Department; and 
C. L. Harrison, who was chief of the Cincinnati ord- 
nance district during the war. The second annual meet- 
ing of the association is to be held at the Aberdeen Prov- 
ing Ground, Maryland, on Oct. 22 and 23, permission for 
the meeting there having been given by the Secretary of 
War. The program includes the firing by ordnance de- 
tachments of various pieces of ordnance and an examina- 
tion of armor plates attacked by these pieces; inspec- 
tion of hangars, planes and bombs at the flying field; 
“stunt” flying and simulated aerial combat by the 
258th Heavy Bombardment Squadron, stationed at the 
grounds; trench mortar bombardment, machine gun bar- 
rage smoke screen, comparative test of 75-mm. guns, 
tractor drawn and self-propelled; firing of 248-mm. 
howitzer from self-propelled mount, maneuvering and 
firing test of 35-ton tanks, comparative test of anti-air- 
craft mounts, demonstration of the new Christie tank. 
dropping of 550-pound bombs from airplanes, firing of 
all types of field guns and a tractor tug-of-war between 
United States and German machines. 
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ARMY BALLOONISTS WANTED. 

The U.S. Army is desirous of recruiting 250 young 
men with a high school education who would.like to 
learn the profession of Army balloonist, and eventually 


become balloon and airship Reserve officers. They will 
be paid $75 a month while learning, and receive a ration 
allowance of $1 a day, together with quarters, all cloth- 
ing and equipment, and free medical and dental treat- 
ment. The course is open to unmarried applicants pos- 
sessing a high school education, or its equivalent, who 
can pass the Regular Army physical examination and the 
physical tests required of flying officers. Successful can- 
didates enter as cadets and will be sent at once to the 
Air Service School for training as balloon observers at 
Ross Field, Los Angeles, Calif. There each recruit 
takes a ten months’ course in balloon observation under 
ideal conditions. He is taught how to handle his craft 
in all its phases and to make observations, and he eventu- 
ally qualifies as a free balloom pilot. When the cadet 
is rated as a balloon observer he goes to Fort Sill, 
Okla., to receive his artillery training. Upon comple- 
tion of this course, the student is commissioned a sec- 
ond lieutenant in the Air Service Reserve Corps. Then 
he has the alternative of discharge or continuation in 
service as an enlisted man. There is also opportunity 
for him to take the examination for a lieutenancy in the 
Regular Army. If a cadet cannot finish his course suc- 
cessfully, he will be discharged and not retained in the 
Army’ against his will. Major Gen. P. C. Harris, The 
Adjutant General of the Army, says: “This training 
opens up an entirely new range of experience to the 
young man, and lays the foundation for qualification as 
a dirigible balloon pilot, a new field of almost limitless 
possibilities. Commercial transportation by airship is 





an accomplished fact in America, and accordng to pres- 
ent plans, next year will see it in actual operation in 
this country on a large seale. To-day the only oppor- 
tunity for such training is either in the Army or in the 
Navy; in fact, the lack of qualified personnel is one of 
the serious drawbacks to present commercial plans for 
airship transportation lines.” 





SERGEANT-INSTRUCTORS FOR NATIONAL GUARD. 
Instructions relative to the assignment and changes of 
station of sergeant-instructors have been transmitted by 
the War Department to commanding generals of all corps 
areas and of the Hawaiian Department. These instruc- 
tions state that sergeant-instructors will be detailed with 
the National Guard by The Adjutant General upon the 
recommendation of the Chief of Militia Bureau. Where 
local conditions and needs of the various units of the 
National Guard are known to the Militia Bureau, or 
where a recommendation as to station is submitted, the 
order detailing a sergeant-instructor will assign him to 
his ultimate station. Where conditions are not known, 
the order will assign him to the station of the inspector- 
instructor, which will allow the latter to become cog- 
nizant of the abilities of his assistants and furnish op- 
portunity for any instruction he may wish to impart. 
The inspector-instructor will therefore be enabled to 
make intelligent recommendations as to permanent as- 
signment. This recommendation and request for proper 
orders will be submitted through the senior inspector- 
instructor of his arm of the Service in that state to the 
commanding general of the corps area in which serving. 
When the relief of a sergeant-instructor -is deemed nec- 
essary, the reasons will be stated in detail. Since ser- 
geant-instructors are detailed by The Adjutant General, 
the same authority is necessary for their relief and the 
recommendation as to relief will be forwarded by corps 
are# commanders through the Militia Bureau to The Ad- 
jutant General for final action. Inasmuch as all ex- 
penses of commutation of quarters, heat and light, and 
all expenses incidental to change of station of sergeants- 
instructors are defrayed from appropriations controlled 
by the Militia Bureau, it is necessary to consult the 
Militia Bureau as to the availability of funds before 
orders are issued incurring expenses in excess of the 
amount available in the corps areas for this particular 
purpose. Copies of all corps area headquarters’ orders 
affecting sergeant-instructors are requested to be imme- 
diately furnished to the Chief of the Militia Bureau.

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Cooks AND Bakers’ ScnHoots OPEN TO GUARDSMEN. 
The War Department has approved plans for the de- 
tail of selected enlisted men of the National Guard to 
Schools for Cooks and Bakers, located as follows: Camp 
Dix, N.J., Camp Lewis, Wash., Camp Gordon, Ga., 
Camp Grant, Ill., Camp Pike, Ark., Camp Taylor, Ky., 
Fort Riley, Kas., Fort Sam Houston, Texas, Presidio of 
San Francisco, Calif., and Hawaiian Department. Every 
effort will be made to send as many men as possible 
during the present fiscal year so far as available ap- 
propriations will permit. With this end in view The Ad- 
jutant General of each state has been requested to sub- 
mit recommendations at the earliest practicable date, 
listing men in the order it is desired to send them. 
Courses will be of four months’ duration and new courses 
will start on the 15th of each month, students being re- 
quired to report on day before. Students will be sent to 
the school nearest their respective homes, the first class 
reporting on Nov. 14. Students attending those schools 
will be credited as present with their organization at 
armory instruction. Another feature will be that en- 
listed men of the National Guard attending these schools 
will receive the pay and allowances of corresponding 
grades in the Regular Army. They will be sent as pri- 
vates, privates, first class, or mess sergeants. Privates 
and privates, first class, rated as specialists, fourth class

be $42 for a private; $47 for private, first class; a mess 
sergeant would receive $54.

Moror TRANSPORT TESTS. 

Several Regular Infantry and Cavalry units have been 
conducting tests of motorized transportation in the last 
three months and they have been so successful that 
Major Gens. Charles S. Farnsworth, U.S.A., Chief of 
Infantry, and Willard A. Holbrook, U.S.A., Chief of 
Cavalry, fecl confident that this Army activity will be 
advanced to a still higher degree in the Service than 
ever. Within a few weeks the 49th Infantry Regiment 
at Fort Snelling in motorized transportation tests will 
utilize the experience of one officer and twenty-five en- 
listed men of the regiment, who are now taking a special 
course in motor transportation at Camp Holabird, Md. 
Tests conducted by the 49th show that motorized trans- 
portation will greatly reduce the cost of transport in 
the Army. Beginning Dec. 1, 1920, motorized tests will 
be resumed in the 8th Corps Area on a larger scale than 
ever before. Reports of the three months’ test of the 
24th Infantry Regiment at Columbus, N.M., demonstrate 
the fact that by the use of motor instead of animal- 
drawn transportation at Columbus $2,000 and the ser- 
vices of twenty men is saved monthly. Whether this 
percentage will hold tactically is not yet fully demon- 
strated. The 1st Cavalry unit tests of motor transperta- 
tion show that there is a saving of one-third in com- 
parison with the use of animal-drawn transportation. 


SocrETy OF AMERICAN MILITARY ENGINEERS. 

New York Post, Society of American Military Engi- 
neers, announces that at a meeting to be held on Oct. 26, 
at 7:30 p.m., at the Engineering Societies Building, 29 
West 39th street, New York city, the subject for discus- 
sion will be the Army Reorganization act and its bear- 
ing on the engineer in civil life. Col. John McA. Palmer, 
Inf., U.S.A., will be the principal speaker of the evening.

ENLISTMENT IN THE FINANCE DEPARTMENT. 
Cancellation of previous instructions relative to quali- 


fication of applicants for enlistment in the Finance De- 
partment has been ordered by the Secretary of War, and 
the following instructions substituted: Officers of the 
general recruiting service and recruiting officers at all 
posts, camps and stations are authorized to accept ap- 
plicants for enlistment in the Finance Department with 
the restriction, however, that accepted applicants must 
possess the qualifications given in Paragraph 8, Circular 
259, War Dept., 1920. In case where an applicant 
qualified for a non-commissioned grade desires to enlist 
with a view to appointment upon enlistment to such a 
grade, authority for his enlistment will be secured direct 


‘from the Chief of Finance, except when the application 


is made in a department or force outside the continental 
limits of the United States to fill a vacancy in. such de- 
partment or force, in which case authority will be ob- 
tained from the respective commanding officer. 


EXPENSES OF OLYMPIC GAMES CONTESTANTS. 

In the financial report prepared by the American 
Olympic Committee for the New York Athletic Club on 
Oct. 13, showing the amount expended in taking the 
civilian contestants in the games to Antwerp, Belgium, 
a complete report was deferred until Dee. 4, but the fol- 
lowing reference was made to the teams representing 
the Army and Navy: “The expenses of the eight-oared 
crew and other Navy men in the Olympic games were 
met by the U.S. Navy, except as to a very small inci- 
dental part thereof. and the expenses of the tug-of-war 
team and other Army men on the team, other than the 
riding and shooting teams, were met, except as to a 
small incidental part hereof, by the U.S. Army. Lorries 
and automobiles furnished by the U.S. Army in Antwerp 
and New York materially lessened the expenses for such 
purposes.”

possible. The extension of this scheme to the securing 
of positions for graduates is a development of the Quar- 
termaster Corps.

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STANDARD PROGRAM FOR CAVALRY TRAINING. 

A standard program for training the individual sol- 
dier, officer and unit of Cavalry is under way in 
the training section of the Office of Chief of Cavalry. 
This standardized plan will be applied to the individual, 
squad, platoon, troop, regiment and division. Major Gen. 
W. A. Holbrook, U.S.A., Chief of Cavalry, purposes to 
have the system thoroughly understood and adhered to, 
but it is not his intention to prescribe the detail with 
which this standard policy will be reached by the en- 
listed and commissioned personnel of his branch of the 
Service: that part of the training will be carried out_by 
the various commanding officers.

confusion and to follow proper military practices, the

TRANSFER AND DETAIL OF ARMY OFFICERS. 

The Adjutant General Department has taken over

tions. With the reorganization of the Army as a whole 


it has been found practical to accept trained men for the 
National Guard Reserves, who will always be found 
ready to devote two weeks to the summer maneuvers. 
This plan of National Guard organization has been 
placed before the War Department during the last sev- 
eral years, and it is satisfactory to note that it-has been 
finally accepted by the War Department General Staff. 
Another matter of importance to the Regular Army and 
the National Guard is the change of regulations, an- 
nounced this week, whereby recruits may be accepted 
and enlisted in the National Guard at any time and paid 
for their attendance at field maneuvers. Previous to 
ihis new ruling members of the National Guard or- 
ganizations were obliged to be enlisted at least sixty days 
prior to attendance at camps of instruction in order to 
reecive pay for such service. The period immediately 
preceding summer field training has been found most 
productive in obtaining recruits for the National Guard,

INFANTRY TRAINING, MEDICAL DEPARTMENT PRIVATES. 


A new step in the training of newly enlisted men of 
the Medical Department is under consideration by Major 


Gen. Merritte W. Ireland, U.S.A., Surgeon General of 
the Army. It contemplates giving Infantry training to 
new men enlisting in the Medical Department at tlhe 


their enlistment and before assignment to 
In the case of a soldier enlisting in the 
Medical Department for one year the plan proposes 
sending him to an Army post, camp or station for a 
period of six weeks for training in Infantry tactics. lor 
a three-year man the plan provides at least three 
months’ training. On the completion of training the 
soldier will be forwarded to his proper unit. Medical 
officers as well as Army officers in the combatant ser- 
vices feel that this is a marked advance and one that 
should be of great benefit not only to the soldier con- 
cerned but to the Army as a whole. General Ireland 
probably will approve the method and forward it to 
the War Department General Staff for consideration. 
At this date the proposal is only in tentative form and 
a number of changes must necessarily be made before 
the plan can be formulated, provided it is found prac- 
ticable.

He was 
born in Marion, Ohio, Jan. 24, 1856, and his bedy was 
taken to his home there at 283 North State street, from 
Cincinnati. He was a bachelor and leaves four broth- 
ers, W. W. Dombaugh, of Gilroy, Calif.; V. E. Dom- 
baugh, Dr. R. S. Dombaugh and J. F. Dombaugh, and 
a sister-in-law, Mrs. Laura Dombaugh, who resides at 
the family home on North State street. Captain Dom- 
baugh entered Annapolis in 1872. He passed through 
the varieus grades and was retired with the rank of 
captain June 30, 1909, on his own application. During 
1911 and 1912 Captain Dombaugh was superintendent 
of the New York Nautical School, stationed in New 
York city. In 1912 he underwent an operation at Johns 
Hopkins Hospital in Baltimore for an ailment which 
perhaps «was the beginning of his illness. During the 
World War Captain Dombaugh was ordered to active 
duty to censor wireless stations in Ohio and Michigan.

E. Stuart, National Guard of Mllinois, and Mrs. Stuart 
was celebrated Oct. 4, 1920, in the 2d Infantry armory, 
at 2653 West Madison street. Governor Lowden, for- 
mer Governors Dunne, Deneen, Yates, and Fifer, under 
all of whom General Stuart served in the National

Army Entrants in International Balloon Race. 

Lieuts. Richard E. Thompson, Air Ser., U.S.A., on 
duty at Fort Omaha, Nebr., and Harold E. Weeks, sta- 
tioned at the Army Balloon School at Arcadia, Fla., are 
the Service contestants entered in the ninth interna- 
tional free balloon race for the James Gordon Bennett 
trophy, which is to start at Birmingham, Ala., on Oct. 


25. They, with the civilian entrants, were selected from 
the contestants in the national ballon contest which 


started at Birmingham on Sept. 25, when Lieuts. Roffe 
Kimerson and Frank Sloman, U.S.N.R.F., landed in a 
Navy balloon near Greytown, Ohio, 590 miles distant, 
after having clung perilously to the rigging for many 
hours because of the basket having to be cut away 
through less of gas. The foreign entrants include Cap- 
tain Hirschauer of the French army, Lieut. Ernest de 
Muyter of the Belgian army, Majors Joseph Valle, 
Dominique Leone and Hugo and Lieut. Auselme Piraz- 
zoli of the Italian army. The last international race, 
which started at Paris on Oct. 12, 1913, was won by a 
civilian, Ralph H. Upson, of the United States, who 
was carried across the North Sea and ianded in York- 
shire, England. 
A Soldier of Fine Record. 

“May I bring to attention,” writes a correspondent, 
“the career of ex-Lieut. William Newbold, late of the 
Australians, who has enlisted in the U.S. Air Service as 
a private, but who is going as a cadet shortly? At the 
outbreak of war in 1914 Lieutenant Newbold was study- 
ing medicine in England, and he immediately joined the 
Manchester Regiment as a private. He was sent to 
France in 1914 at the age of eighteen and saw some hard 
fighting until 1915, when he was sent to Mesopotamia 
with the Indian Division te the relief of Major General 
Townshend. Lieutenant Newbold was wounded in Jan- 
uary, 1°16, in the attack on the El Hannah position, 
and he was invalided to India and was given a regular 
commission as lieutenant for gallantry in the field. He 
was sent to Egypt to join General Allenby, and joined 
the Air Service at Heliopolis, Cairo, graduating as an 
observer. At the outbreak of war he was in Egypt, and 
he was given command of a company of Australians to 
take to Russia. His company arrived in Archangel in 
May, 1919, and there Lieutenant Newbold, being an 
Australian, met and made many friends among the 
Americans. In North Rassia he distinguished himself, 
winn‘ng the Military Cross and Bar and Russian order 
of Stanislaus. He and his company did wonderful work 
against the Bolsheviki. We Americans hope that Private 
Newbold, as he is now, will be as successful with the 
Americans as he was with the Australians. Private 
Newbold is ai Kelly Field, Texas, where he is going 
through a mecian‘ec’s course, until he receives orders to 
go to a cadet school.”

Army Ifiorse Wins ENDURANCE RACE. 

The Army won in the 300-mile endurance horse race 
which started at Fort Ethan Allen, Vt., on Oct. 11, as 
told in our issue of Oct. 16, and ended at Camp Devens, 
Mass.. on Oct. 15. The winner was “Mlle. Denise,” an 
Army grade horse, ridden by Major Stanley Koch, U.S. 
A. ‘The third prize was won also by an Army horse, 
“Bunkie,” a grade animal, ridden by Lieut. Thomas H. 
McCreery. U.S.A. “Kingfisher,” who was one of the 
winners in last year’s race, and ridden by Col. S. R. H. 
‘Tompkins, U.S.A., finished fourth. Of the twenty-seven 
horses, Army and civilian, which started in the race 
only ten finished. “Mlle. Denise’ has only been owned 
by Major Koch three weeks, she having been entered by 
him as a substitute for the horse he intended to ride 
beeause of the sudden lameness of the original entrant. 
“Bunkie” was bought by Lieutenant McCreery for Army 
service in April, 1920, and has been trained by him in 
Virginia for only two months. In aecordance with the 
regulations of the contest, the horses were brought te 
the field at the end of the race for final inspection by 
the judges. They were first put through their paces and 
then judged ixdividually. ‘he only sign of travel on 
the first four arrivals was when the saddles were re- 
moved and the horses’ backs were found to be slightly 
wet. Among those who witnessed the finish of the race 
with a professional interest were Major Gens. David C. 
Shanks, U.S.A., commaading the 1st Corps Area, and 
William G. Haan, assistant to the Chief of Staff, War 
Plans Division. Col. T. Q. Donaldson, U.S.A., was in 
charge of the reception of the horses at Camp Devens, 
with sixty soldiers under his command. The finish of 
the horses was in the following order, with the total 
number of hours ridden and the points awarded: Mlle. 
Denise, hours ridden. 46.57; points, 83.02. Rustem 
Bey, 5241; 75.94. Bunkie, 45.55; 71.65. Kingfisher, 
56.45: 69.16. Crabbet, 52.33; 61.00. Dolly, 58.02: 
58.91. Castor, 58.40: 53.68. Moscowa, 53.15; 48.50. 
Noam, 59.23; 41.23. Kemah Prince, 58.03; 40.76. ‘The 
conditions of the race were based on condition, speed and 
fecd consumed. The six prizes awarded were as follows: 
I'rist prize, *$00, mounted ervice eup; second, $400, 
ved ribbon; third, $300, y..'»v ribbon; fourth, $200, 
white ribbev.: fifth, $150, gray ribbon; sixth, $100, black 
and white ri‘bon.

GeN. PERSHEING TO ATTEND HEALTH CONFERENCE. 

Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., in accepting an invi- 
tation to attend the All-America Conference on Venereal 
Diseases, wrote: “The conference on the ‘Great Red 
Plague’ to be held in Washington during the second 
week in December will deal with one of the important 
questions which concern the general welfare of the’ peo- 
ple. It is a disagreeable subject and one that we are 
prone to push aside and leave to chance, and yet there 
are few things that bring more unhappiness to the hu- 
man race. In France, where the physical and ‘moral - 
welfare of our soldiers was of vital importance in order 
that they might fight with resolute courage and effi- 
ciency and be returned to their homes clean and self- 
respecting, every possible measure was taken to control 
venereal disease. Rigid regulations were promulgated, 
bet it was due to a general spiritual uplift more than 
to military prohibitions that our Army returned from 
its victory with a record that has never been cqualed 
by that of any other army in the history of the world. 
We should take every precaution and exercise every 
good influence to see that our young men and women 
‘are free from the ravages of this dread disease, and I 
sincerely hope the coming conference will do much te 
accomplish this end.”

PRAISE FOR GRAVES REGISTRATION SERVICE. 

The work being done by the Graves Registration Di- 
vision of the Army in removing the bodies of our dead 
celdiers from their resting places in France to the 
United States has been a source of great interest to 
European gevyernments. The War Department has just 
received from Dr. Nie. Fettes, the medical adviser of the 
city of Luxembourg, in the Duchy of the same name, a 
report commending the American officers and men who 
are in charge of the exhumations in the Grand Duchy for 
the respectful way in which they have fulfilled their 
duty and the efficiency they have shown in carrying out 
their task. American soldiers were buried at Wolfer- 
dange, Luxembourg, Hollerich, Rosser and Oettange in 
the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, and Dr. Fettes states 
that the process of exhumation, disinfection and the 
method of placing the bodies in coffins has been the cd-. 
miration of the medical and sanitary authorities of the 
Duchy, and that the Army method is a decided improve- 
ment on the present sanitary laws of the Grand Duceby.

Following the appo'ntments re- 
sulting from the October examinations of officer-candi- 
dates, the War Department is expected to order exam- 
inations for appointment to the grade of second Leu- 
tenant.

1921 is a month old. The War Department in accord- 
ance with the provision of the Army Roeorganizatica 
act which requires that all emergency offcecrs shall be 
discharged not later than Dee. 31, 1920, is issuing orders 
that will separate from the Service al! e1 gency offi- 
cers not later than that date, and thereafter the Army 
will be dependent upon its permanent personnel 

In view of the vacancies in the junior ¢ nd con- 
sidering the facts in the latest available statist’« la- 
tive to the commissioned personnel, th be ap 
proximately 4,500 vacancies in the permanent strength 
when the appointments resulting fro: xaminations 
(July and October) have been made. On Aug. 26 the 
estimated permanent strength of Regular Army in offi- 
rs was 8,141. This was just prior to ihe ite when 
the first tenders of appointment went out from The Ad- 
jutant General's office. The total of tends as 4.970, 
which if all were accepted would raise the strength to 
13,111. Granting that from the October examinations 
200 appointments will result, aud adding the expected 
975 accretions from the October examinations to the 
Medical Department, the permanent commissioned 
strength would thus be 13,586, leaving a deficiency of 
$131 to make up in reaching the 17,717 of commiss‘oned 
officers allowed by law. It is apparent, therefore, that 
under the most favorable conditions, the Army will lack 
more than 4,000 commissioned officers by Dec. 31, 1920, 
if the 3,000 emergency offiesrs are discharged by that 
date as is the desire of the War Department 

One method of minimizing the large quota of vacan 
cies, which it is understood appeals to the Secretary of 
War, is the selection of the very best m produced 
at the October competitive examinations beyond the arbi- 
trary figure, 200, settled upon for appointment, As there 
will be approximately 1,500 available fo October 
examinations, it is hoped that the competitive tests will 
provide many more than 200 men who demonstrate

It is be- 
lieved that several! hundred men who pass this examina- 
tion will be glad to accept appoin s second lieu- 
tenants in view of the fact that promotion to higher 
grade may be expected to come to them within a few 
months, and it is very likely that commissions will be 
tendered to as many as take the examination and demon- 
trate their fitness for commission in the Regular Army. 
In the War Department the hope is expressed that there 
will be a large increase from warrant officers and en- 
listed men of the Regular Army of two ars’ service 
aud between the ages of twenty-one and thirty years, and 
from Reserve officers, as provided for in Section 24e of 
the act of June 4, 1920, for the cnlisted man and Re- 
serve offieer of experience who can make the grade of 
second lieutenant will, in many duties, be extremely 
useful. The future vacancies beyond the number filled 
by the graduates from the U.S. Military Academy every 
year will be filled, it is hoped by officers whose duties 
have brought them into close contact with the matter of 
appointments, by R.O.T.C. graduates, for these young 
men would come with an approved educational equip- 
ment and will have been trained for military duty by 
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ofiicers of the Regular Army. Because of the War De- 
partment’s evident purpose to attain the authorized ¢om- 
missioned strength with reasonable promp<tness, officers 
reecitly appointed are anticipating a steady flow of 
promotion on the single list. Regular Army officers of 
long services also are convinced that stagnation such as 
happened prior to the war with Spain will not occur 
again. 
ee 
ARRANGEMENT OF THE SINGLE LIST 

In regard to the arrangement of the single list for 
promotion in accordance with Section 24a, act of June 
4. 1520. it is stated that the single list was arranged by 
a board composed ‘of six colonels and a major of the 
Personal Branch of the General Staff, who had made 
a special study of merging the promotion lists into a 
sing!s list. It was divided into three parts. Vart 1 con- 
tained all officers of the Regular Army who came into 
the Service prior to April 6, 1917. This part was com- 
pleted some months ago, its completion being signalized 
by the order for promotions of Regular Army officers in 
the field grades. Part 2 contains all officers who came 
into the Service after April 6, 1917. Part 3 will contain 
the names of the oficers appointed as a result of the 
July and October examinations. Parts 2 and 3 will be 
convolidated, and that work is now in progress, and 
manifestly it cannot be completed until all appointments 
authorized. by the Army Reorganization act have been 
made. It is estimated, therefore, that the second section 
of the single list will not be stabilized until some time in 
December, taking into consideration the time required 
for the completion of appointments duc to the October 
examinations. It is hoped, however, that tenders of ap- 
pointinent resulting from October examinations and ac- 
ecpianess will be so adjusted as to make it possible to 
complete the entire single list not later than Nov. 29. 

There is naturally great interest in the prospect for 
promotion among the first lieutenants of the Army, and 
these officers may be gratified to know that estimates 
from authoritative sources of the vacancies which will 
occur in the grade of captain on the single list places the 
number at about 1,200. and it is possible the vacancies 
will number as high as 1.500. The flow of promotion 
for first lieutenants‘is expected to be fairly voluminous. 
As a matter of fact, the vacancies in prospect because of 
the appaygent shortage from authorized strength will de- 
plete the junior grades to the extent that there will he 
few if any second lieutenants on the completed single 
lis 

Some Since April 6, 1917, by Service, Not Rank. 

As stated in our issue of Oct. 9, pag 157, all captains 
aud Leutenants in the Regular Army who entered the 
Service since the beginning of the World War (April 6, 
1917), will be arrenged on the single list according to 
the length of commissioned service rendered prior to the 
date of the armistice, Nov. 11, 1198. The specific clause 
of the law on this point is found in the third paragraph 
of Section 24a of the act of June 4, 1920, which states: 
“Captains and lieutenants of the Regular Army and 
Philippine Scouts, originally appointed since April 6, 
1917, shall be arranged among themselves according to 
commissioned service rendered prior to Nov. 11, 1918.” 
Rank ‘does not enter into the arrangement whatsoever. 
Standing is in accordance with length of service prior to 
the armistice. Into this list the appointees will be fitted 
also according to length of their service prior to the 
armistice, as provided in the fourth paragraph of Nee- 
tion 24a which further elucidates, thus (the italics are 
ours) :“Where such commissioned service is equal, off- 
cers now in the Regular Army shall precede persons to be 
appointed under the provisions of this act, and the lat- 
ter [the newly commissioned officers] shall be arranged 
according to age.” 

The example given in the item in our issue of Oct. 9 
accurately illustrates how capta‘'ns and Lieutenants who 
entered the Army since April 6, 1917, are arranged 
among themselves. We repeat it: “Take the cases of 
four officers: 1, Aj pointed lieutenant in Regular Army, 
July 1, 1920; had served as an emergency officer from 
May 20, 1917, to Nov. 11, 1918. 2, Appointed Jieuten- 
ant June 5, 1917. 3, Appointed captain, Regular Army, 
July 1, 1920; had served as an emergency officer from 
June 18, 1918, to Nov. 11, 1918. 4, Appointed captain 
July 7, 1918. Applying the rule as stated above these 
officers will be placed in the order named because of the 
length of commissioned service prior to the armistice is 
measurable by the dates (1) May 20, 1917; (2) June 5. 
1917: (3) June 18, 1918; (4) July 7, 1918.” 

Promotions Haepected to Adjust List. 

Ii is authoritatively stated at the War Department 
that as soon as promotions are made this apparent mix- 
ture of rank will be’ straightened out, for most of the 
in among the captains will be pro- 
moted to captains in the next few months. Some men 
were given the benefit of appointment to captain on ac- 
count of their ages, by the selecting board. ‘These ofii- 
cers benefit to the extent of holding the rank of captain 
and drawing captain’s pay for a few months. Sut in 
moving up the list by promotion the first vacancy will 
be filled from the top of this list which, we repeat, is 
arranged according to length of service prior to Nov. 11, 
1918, irrespective of whether the officer at the top of the 
list holds the rank of lieutenant or captain. 

Eventually the fow of promoticns will iron out the 
sceming confusion of rank, so that the list will show a 
succession of captains arranged according to length of 
service and lieutgnants arranged in similar manner. And 
the officer holding the grade of captain by appointment 


lieutenants who are 


because of age at this time will be found in his proper 
niche as measured by length of service. As stated above, 
stabilization of the second section of the single list will 
probably be a fact before December,. when promotions 
will ensue to an extent that is expected to overcome all 
the seeming incongruities of a mixture of captains and 
lieutenants due to the fitting in of officers on the list 
by length of service alone. 

There is no good reason for any officer feeling ag- 
grieved, it is held at the War Department, since the list 
is made up in strict accord with the injunction con- 
tained in the law, and irrespective of present rank all 
officers are placed on a parity in uccordance with their 
service prior to the armistice. No officer, it is thought, 
will begrudge the temporary benefit some of their num- 
ber have been accorded by the selecting board out of con- 
sideration for their ages.

THE NEWLY APPOINTED OFFICERS. 
4,425 Acecpt Appointments in Army. 

When the hour of noon struck on Oct. 20, the limit 
set for appointees to have their acceptances filed in the 
War Department, the record of acceptances showed ap- 
proximately 4,425 men who are to be commissioned in 
the U.S. Arniy’ as a result of the examinations held last 
July. ‘This number is about 500 fewer than the total 
cases approved by the Final Selecting Board, of which 
Gen. John J. Pershing is president. The declinations 
reached 309, and from 194 to whom appointments were 
tendcred no response came to letters and telegrams sent 
by the War Department. The Appointment Section, 
Otlicer VPersonnel Division, he Adjutant General's 
Office, which bas handled the appointments with celer- 
ity, was. busily engaged in a recapitulation of all the 





data relative to these thousands of appointments, and it 


is likely that a final statistical summary embracing the 
July officer-candidates will be available early next week. 
This summary will include data as to grades and by 
branches of the Service. and probably a resumé of the 
causes assigned for declining appointment. That nearly 
200 appointees failed to state their attitude is attrib- 
uted in part to changes of address and employment since 
last July, and also to a considerable number of men 
who took the examinations with the purpose of satis- 
fying themselves that they could qualify and with no 
intention of making the Army a career. 

In War Department circles the result is regarded as 
satisfactory in view of the conditions in civil life mak- 
ing for remunerative employment of educated. young men 
and the steady demand for men of Army training and 
discipline. It is generally the opinion that when the ap- 
pointments have been made from the officer-candidates 
who begin taking examinations on Oct. 25, the commis- 
sioned personnel of the Army will have been strengthened 
by about an even 5,000 officers. The quality of the ap- 
pointees is regarded as of a very high standard, partic- 
ularly in expericnee, and this is due to the wise provi- 
sions which the House Committee on Military Affairs 
wrote into the law relative to filling the vacancies left by 
the great inerease in authorized commissioned strength. 
A large number of emergency officers who have been on 
duty in Washington have accepted permanent appoint- 
iments, and these officers have, under the most trying 
circumstances, performed their duties so well as to win 
commendation and the heartiest recommendation for 
appcintment from their superior officers and from chiefs 
of bureaus and departments. The Service “welcome” to 
all the new appointees is complete and genuine. 





Krpiration of Acceptance, Oct. 20. 

Acceptances of tenders of appointment which failed to 
rench the War Department by noon on Oct. 20, will 
not be considered, by direction of the Secretary of War. 
The orders issued on Oct. 16 also stated that any ap- 
pointee definitely declining an appointment would not 
be permitted to cancel such declination and that prior 
instructions to the contrary had been revoked. ‘Tecle- 
grams were forwarded that day to recruiting officers, 
postmasters and others to insure that each appointee 
who had not accepted or declined had actually received 
notification of his appointment. The appointee was 
then notified by wire that immediate acceptance was nec- 
essary and that all appointments tendered and not ac- 
cepted by noon, Oct. 20, would be canceled. The Adju- 
tant General was directed to forward after Oct. 20 a 
tabulated statement to the Chief of Staff, giving by 
branch and grade the appointments accepted and not ac- 
cepted. This tabulation was to be acompanied by the 
names and grades of persons who had. not accepted in 
the Departments of the Judge Advocate General and of 
Finance, in the Medical Administrative Corps, and 
Chaplains. 

An Appointment in the Q.M. Corps. 

An appointment in the. Regular Army which was 
omitted in the list of appointments as announced, writes 
a correspondent, was the commission on Sept. 23, 1920, 
of John A. Hughes as captain in the Quartermaster 
Corps.

DISCHARGE OF EMERGENCY OFFICERS. 

Adjustment of the commissisned personnel of the 
Army to the new conditions was urged by the War De- 
partment in a communication addressed to the command- 
ing generals of corps areas and chiefs of 2ll branches of 
the Service on Oct. 15. It was called to the attention of 
the commanding generals and chiefs that, as there are 
still approximately 3,000 emergency,officers in the Ser- 
vice, and the law requires their discharge not later than 
Dee. 31, 1920, vigorous action is necessary to adjust con- 
ditions so that these officers may be promptly discharged. 
Since practically all appoittments to the Regular Army, 
with the exception of the tenders which will follow the 
examinations to be held next week, have been tendered, 
commanding officers now know what officers must be 
dispensed with and they should gradually adjust their 
forces to the new conditions to prevent a sudden dis- 
arvangement at a future date, and also to prevent failure 
in accomplishing d'scharge due to later congestion in 
the War Department. Emphasis was laid on the fact 
that the present Regular Army personnel must be relied 
upouv after Dec. 31, 1920, consequently a readjustment 
should not be delayed until. that date. Recommenda- 
tions for d'scharge of emergenty officers will be sub- 
mitted at once through channels, except for officers in 
hospitals undergoing physical reconstruction, for candi- 
‘ates for appointment examined in July whose cases 
lave not yet been disposed of, for candidates for the Oct. 
25 examinations who have received formal authorization 
to be examined, and for officers whose retention to a date 
later than Sept. 30 was specifically authorized. Recom- 
mendations will state the earliest date at which dis- 
charge can be cifected. No further requests for reten- 
tion of emergency officers in the Service will be approved 
by the Wa: Department. Requests for the cancellation 
of discharge orders already issued, or for the return of 
recommendation for discharge previously forwarded, 
will not be appreved by the War Department. 

On Oct. 7 there were 3,121 emergency officers on the 
Ist of commissioned strength; of these 228 were -under- 
going physical reconstruction. The emergency officers on 
duty, 2,898, on that date comprised twenty per cent. of 
the commitsioncd personnel. That there has been a 
rap’d reduction in the number of emergency officers in 
anticipation of appointments in the Regular Army is 
inanifest on comparison of the estimates of commissioned 
strength on Aug. 26 and on Oct. T. On the prior date 
there were 6,596 emergency officers on duty ‘as against 
2.893 on the latter date, showing that there had been 
3,703 separations of emergency officers from the Service 
in less than two months. In the same period, 3,582 ap- 
pointees had been ordered to duty as Regular Army offi- 
cers, With a result that the 8,141*Regular Army officers 
ou duty Ang. 26, or nfty-four per cent. of the commis- 
stoned personnel, had increased to 11,673 on Oct. 7, or 
seventy-nine per cent. How quickly the newly appointed 
officers, were ordered to duty is shown by the fact chat 
there were 3,619 acqagafances on record Oct. 7, so that on 
that date only e‘ghty-seven were still to report for duty.

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Army UNiworM CiANGE NoT CONTEMPLATED. 


The four letters which appeared in, our issue of Oct 
16, page 176, on questions of remodeling uniform and 
insignia of the U.S. Army, presented details which in 
many particulars found approval from readers in the 
War Department. Discussions of the uniform, chevrons 
and decorations are always interesting and enlightening, 
and it is believed that fully ninety per cent. of the offi- 
cers on duty in Washington would vote for changes 
which would insure comfort with trim appearance. But 
in answer to “Ex-Officer’s” statement, that “no doubt the 
War Department is contemplating some changes in the 
uniform,” it may be said that the War Department is 
not contemplating changes in the uniform except the 
possible adoption of a uniform raincoat for officers. In 
view of this it is advisable for officers to proceed with- 
out considering a change—at least before March, 1921. 
As stated in our columns, the wearing of trousers is now 
authorized when off duty, and attendance at church is 
considered “off duty.” “X.Y.Z.” asked why the chev- 
ron is on one sleeve only. On this question the War 
Department's attitude is that if it is thought to be de- 
sirable to have it on both sleeves the burden of proof 
lies with those who advocate this, in view of the self- 
evident economy in the single chevron. It has been 
stated in the War Department that the necessity for 
economy is not sufficiently realized throughout the Army ; 
that hostilities are over ‘and the War Department will 
not knowingly permit a single dollar to be spent unnec- 
essarily. As to insignia of rank on raincoats, a? there 
is no uniform raincoat for officers, civilian raincoats 
being authorized for wear provided they approximate the 
service uniform in color, manifestly the use of insignia 
on this civilian garment is decidedly out cf place. On 
X.Y.Z.’s suggested change of insignia, it is submitted 
that the present insignia of rank is well understood, and 
the War Department requires to be shown that some real 
advantage is to be gained by a change before it will give 
consideration to a suggestion. ‘“Castner’s” suggestion 
of metal insignia for N.C.O.’s arouses no interest in the 
War Department, where it is held that the cost would be 
prohibitive. The view is expressed that when the war 
service chevron is abolished the wound chevron will be 
very distinctive. As to “Major, Infantry’s” desire for 
a wound-medal, an authority on decorations sta.es that 
a medal for a wound is not in accordance with the

precedenits either in this country or abroad. 
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THE MARINE CORPS IN HAITL 
Mr. Daniels Gives Out Further Reports. 

Sceretary of the Navy Daniels was questioned by re- 
porters on Oct. 15 about the statement in General Bar- 
nett’s report that there had been “indiscriminate killings” 
in Haiti. The full report by General Barnett was not 
available to the press until th«a| morning. The Secretary 
said: “This report of Generai !‘arnett, made public the 
day after I had received it, was the first intimation that 
came to me that anybody had ever said there had been 
‘indiscriminate killings’ by marines or the Gendarmerie 
in Haiti. That expression was contained in a letter 
marked ‘Confidential’ written by General Barnett to 
General Russell. General Barnett reported to me on Jan. 
12, 1920, that apparently certain marines in Haiti had 
been guilty of unlawful acts in the latter part cf Septem- 
ber, 1919. On the day he brought this reprehensible con- 
duct to my attention, he recommended an investigation. 


We were both indignant that any few men, wearing the ' 


honorable uniform of a marine, should be guilty of the 
offenses General Barnett called to my attention. I im- 
mediately personally directed immediate and full inves- 
t gation, 

“In his report General Barnett says that late in Sep- 
tember, 1919, the cases-of Johnson and MecQuilkin for 
‘unlawful executions’ came to his attention, and on Oct. 
2, 1919, he says he wrote of these uniawful acts to Gen- 
eral Russell, and in that letter said: “The court-martial 
of one private for the killing of a native brought out a 
statement by his counsel which showed me that practi- 
eally indiscriminate killing of natives had gone on for 
some time.’ I never knew of the existence of that letter 
or heard of any ‘indiscriminate killings’ until ' read Gen- 
eral Barnett’s report this week, and I am sure he never 
meant to convey what these words have been interpreted 
to mean. When he called my attention to several cases, 
I approved his suggestion that the matter be gone into 
thoroughly and that all guilty parties be punished. He 
ordered the investigation. I supposed, of course, that the 
order for investigation and the trial of the guilty part‘es 
had proceeded in accordance with my direction until 
August, when inquiry was made as to the cases. No re- 
port could be found in the Marie Corps headquarters, 
and a cablegram was sent to General Russell in Haiti to 
ask about the result of the investigation of those cases. 
He wired that the report had been mailed in March. 
When it could not be found, I directed General Lejeune 
and Gentra!l Butler co proceed to Haiti to make an in- 
vestigation. They dd so, and brought back with them a 
copy of General Russell’s report.” This report follows:

From a careful reading and study of the attache] testi 
mony, siat-ments and other papers, [ am reluctantly forced 
to the opiaion that Major Clarke H. Wells, former Gendarmerie 
Department Commander in Northern Haiti, is responsible for 
the conditions in northern Haiti as found by Brigadier General 
Catlin on his inspection of the Hiache-Maissade Distric s in 
March. 1919, if such conditions were not actually due to his 
orders and iostructions. 

2. I am fucther of the opinion that these Gendarmerie oficers 
under Major Wells's command, who were enlisted mon ia the 
Marin: Corps, on daty in said districts, were acting in accord 
ance with what they believed to be the policy of their depart- 
ment commander. 3. It is difieult to believe that Captain 
Doxey was not fully aware of Major Wells's policy and of the 
existing orders and conditions in the Hinche-Mai sade District. 
4. There is a doubt, however, in my mind as to whether or 
not the evid as here brought out is sufficient to warrant 
a trial before a general court-martial on charges of such a 
serious nature. It is extremely doubtful if further evidence 
can be procured. 

5. The ovent referred to herein occurred over a year ago. 
Many changes have taken place in the personnel of the Gen- 
darmerie :inee that time. Nearly all the interested parties 
have ei her returned to the United States or been discharged 
from the Service. Mr. Lavoie (former captain, G.D.H., and 
private, U.S.M.C.), has left the Services and Haiti, and his 
whereabouts is unknown. 6. It is therefore recommended that 
these pepers be referred to the office of the Judge Advocate 
General, U.S. Navy, where the sworn statements and other 
evidence may be carefully sifted and weighed with a view of 
determining whether or not it is sufficient to warrant a trial. 

7. If the decision is in the affirmative. it is requested that 
specimen charges and specifications be prepared by the Judge 
Advocate General's office, and that a competent oJicer be as 
signed to temporary duty with this brigade to act as judge 
advocate of the court. At present there is no officer attached 
to the brigade who is considered to have sufficient legal know!- 
edge to conduc a trial, to the best interest of the government, 
where skilled opposing counsel is present. 8. The return to 
Haiti of all witacsses and interested parties would, of course, 
be necessary.

Cour! of Inquiry Named. 

“That report,” continued the Secretary, “should bave 
taken place at once, but General Barnett never received 
it and I obtained the copy only when General Lejeune 
and General Butler brought it with them from Haiti 
this month. 

“A board of inquiry, composed of Rear Admiral Henry 
"t. Mayo, Rear Admiral J. H. Oliver, and Brig. Gen. 
Joseph H. Pendleton, U.S.M.C., now at San Diego, 
Calif.. has been appointed to take up the report of Gen- 
eral Barnett, particularly the statement of ‘indiscrim- 
inate killings’ contained in his confidential letter, and 
auy other wrongs alleged to have been committed by ma- 
rines or, members of the Gendarmerie in Haiti since 
American marines landed to preserve order. They will 
be empowered to send for persons and papers, and to 
sift evidence to the end that any men in American uni- 
form guilty of wrongdoing should be brought to trial 
and punished. 

“L have also cpproved the special réport of General 
Lejeune and General Butler, made after their recent re- 
tur. from Haiti, and directed the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral to piceced against the parties believed to Lave been 
guilty.” 

Report of Generals Lejenue and Butler.

now serving there who had any knowledge of the affair; also 

ber o listed gendarmes, Haitian officials, ex-Gendar 
merie officers, and the French priest at Hinche; as well as 
two ex-Gendarmerie officers now living in Santo Domingo. 
Some of the witnesses had left the island and are now in the 
United States. An effort is now being made to get in touch 
with them. 

“In our opinion the evidence obtained by us and by the 

board of investigation establishes the following facts, viz.: The 
abolition of corvée or enforced labor on the roads by the people 
of Haiti, which had been in effect under the supervision of the 
Gendarmerie of Haiti in accordance with the rural code of that 
country since 1916, was directed in an order issued by the 
Commandant of the Gendarmerie, to take effect on Oct. 1, 1918. 
The order was not obeyed at Hinche and Maissade. The un- 
authorized corvée continu..4 until March, 1919, when it was 
stopped by Brig. Gen. A. W. Catlin, U.S. Marine Corps, the 
then brigade commander, who made a personal investigation of 
conditions at Hinche and Maissade at that time. 
. “During the winter of 1918 and 1919 there was @ serious 
increase in the activity of bandit bands, conditions finally be- 
coming so grave that the Gendarmerie of Haiti was unable to 
handle the situation single-handed, and in March, 1919, the 
marines were brought into the District of Hinche to take charge 
of the situation. Nearly all the witnesses examined stated 
it te be their opinion that the serious bandit situation in the 
vicinity of Hinche was badly handled by the officer who com- 
manded the Gendarmerie in the Department of North Haiti. 
A number of these witnesses also stated that the above-men- 
tioned officer gave his subordinate officers orders to report 
‘everything quiet’ in spite of the fact that collisions with the 
bandits were frequently taking place. These witnesses also 
stated that, in their opinion, this officer desired to conceal the 
true state of affairs trom his superiors so as to prevent the 
gendarmes being superseded by the marines who, at that tim-, 
were concentrated at Port au Prince and Cap Haitian. Some 
evidence indicates that his orders to officers were partly re 
sponsible for illegal executions and continuance of corvée. 

“During the months of November and December, 1918, and 
January, 1919, several bandit prisoners (names unknown) were 
illegally execnted at Hincle by gendarmes acting under orders 
of Gendarmerie officers; and there is strong evidence that 
Garnier Jean, the notary at Maissade, was killed by the gen- 
darme officer on duty at that place. During the investigation in 
March, 1919, by the then brigade commander, of the conditions 
existing at Hinche and Maissade, the illegal execution of prison- 
ers mentioned in the preceding paragraph became known to 
him. He transferred the officers of the Gendarmerie against 
whom charges wera made, but took no further disciplinary 
action in the matter. We recommend that the brigade com- 
mander be directed to institute general court-martial proceed 
ings against all persons implicated who can be brought within 
i jurisdiction of the court. 

“We deem it approprizie to stats at this time that the con 
duct above outlined is not indicative of the generai state of 
affairs in the Gendarmerie of Haiti, bat that it constitutes an 
exception to the general rule of good conduct on the part of 
its officers and men. The officers and enlisted men of thie 
Marine Corps assigned to duty with the Gendarmerie have 
performed constructive work of the greatest value: they have 
overcome almost insuperable difticulties in organizing and trai: 
—_ the Gendarmerie and have mad» it a military force which 
reflects great credit on Haiti and the United States. The offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the Marine Corps serving with the 
Gendarmerie have gaincd the loyal support of the enlisted gen- 
darmes by means of their justness, kindness and unselfish devo 
tion to duty. The Gendarmerie officers, on the other hand 

ith one accord stated that they had perfect confidence ia tho 
courage and loyalty of the gendarmes. 

“We found the military situation and general conditions 
in Llaiti at the tim> of our visit there to be excellent from 
the Marine Corps peint of vicw. The Marine. Corps organiza 
tions exhibited every evidenc> of efficiency, splendid discipline 
and high morals. Our investigation showed that the present 
brigade commander has brought to trial all persons reported 
for committing offenses against the inhabitants. All papers 
are transmitted herewith.” 

Enclosures that accompanied the report were not 
made public for the reason that they contain important 
evidence for the consideration of the court of inquiry. 
In conclusion, Secretary Daniels said: 


The Secretary's Comment. 


“The Navy Department's attitude from the day it as 
sumed the duty of preserving order in Haiti has been 
characterized by gencral and specific directions to the 
marines to regard the Haitians as friends and to aid 
them as brothers. That bas been the spirit and the prac- 
tice of marines, and it is a matter of regret to all ma- 
rines that a few of them dishonored that honorable Ser- 
vice. But as General Barnett, General Lejeune and 
General Butler point out, the service of the marines has 
been humane, constructive and ‘helpful. It is to be re- 
gretted that the exceptional incidents of wrong-doing 
were not brought immediately to the attention of the 
department so that summary justice could have been 
meted out. But, though delay in receiving the reports 
from Haiti postpones investigation and penalty for 
wrong-doing, the department will carry out its uniform 
policy of showing nO toleration or mercy to men who 
disgrace the uniform.” 

Mr. Daniels stated he had ordered General Barnett. 
who had started for his new post of duty at San Fran- 
cisco, back to Washington, having reached him at Chi- 
cago. The Secretary pointed out that General Barnett 
in his confidential letter noted what counsel for one of 
the marines before a court-martial had said, and that it 
had convinced him (General Barnett) “that there had 
been indiscriminate killing.’ Said the Secretary: “I 
think there is a wrong impression about General Bar- 
nett’s words. As a matter of fact, this shows that offi- 
cers of the Service ought not to be writing confidentially 
to each other about public matters. Such letters are not 
placed ins the files of the Navy Department.” 

The Secretary stated that investigation had shown 
only six or seven unlawful killings, or where men were 
dispatched after having been taken prisoner. He said 
that the officers involved had been taken into custody 
and trial by court-martial would not await the end of 
the sessions of the court of inquiry. For disobedience of 
orders, it was disclosed that Major Clarke H. Wells, 
U.S.M.C., was to be tried. 

Asked if affairs in Haiti had anything to do with the 
“removal” of General Barnett as Commandant, the Sec- 
retary said: “In the first place, General Barnett was 
not ‘removed.’ He was appointed for four years and he 
had served six years. General Lejeune was appointed 
because he had made a remarkable war record. It was 
not a reflection upon General Barnett that he should be 
superseded by General Lejeune.” The Secretary stated 
that the court of inquiry would hear General Barnett. 
and all officers and enlisted men, and that the Navy De- 
partment was searching for some of the men who had 
been discharged from the Service. 

Gen. Barnett Returns to Washington. 

On returning to Washington on Oct. 17, Brig. Gen. 
George Barnett, U.S.M.C., issued the following state- 
ment: “I have eonsistently refrained from giving out 
any information and from granting any interviews on 
the Haitian situation. Any action taken by me as the 
commandant of the corps was taken considering only the 
good of the corps and the proper performance of duty by 
the corps to which I am so proud to belong. My official 
letter of Sept. 27, 1919, covered the case fully, but at the 
request of the Secretary of the Navy I should like to 
make it clear that the statement in my letter of Oct. ». 
1919, as follows, namely, ‘A statement by counsel 
showed me that practically indiscriminate killing of 
natives,’ etc., Was meant by me to express ‘without due 





process of law,’ and not as seems now tc be misinter- 
preted as ‘promiscuous,’ and I further meant, of course, 
that such ‘statement of counsel’ would have weight in 
my mind only when proved, and in order to have him 
prove or disprove the truth of these statements I wrote 
the letter of Oct. 2, 1919, to the brigade commander. I 
am a soldier and not an author. I feel certain that the 
brigade commander, to whom the letter was written, 
fully understood my meaning. This whole matter refers 
to only a very small portion of the Marine Corps on 
duty in Haiti. My full report shows that duty in gen- 
eral was splendidly performed by the marines.” 


COURT OF INQUIRY BEGINS ITS SESSIONS. 

The court of inquiry appointed by Secretary Daniels 
on Oct. 16 to make an investigation of ihe alleged “in- 
discriminate killings” of Haitians by “members of the 
United States Naval Service,” as the precept to the 
court reads, held its first session on Oct. 19, its opening 
proceeding being the consideration of the precept issued 
by Seeretary Daniels and also the question of procedure. 
Rear Admiral Henry T. Mayo, U.S N., is the president 
of the court, the other members being Rear Admiral 
James H. Oliver, U.S.N.; Major Gen. W. C. Neville, 
U.S.M.C., and Major Jesse Ff. Dyer, U.S.M.C., as judge 
advocate. The inquiry is to cover the period since the 
American occupation of Haiti began July 28, 1915, 
“with a view to determining whether any unjustifiable 
hemicides have been committed by any of such person- 
ncl; whether any other unjustifiable acts of oppression 
or of violence have been perpetrated against any of the 
e‘tizens of Haiti, or any unjustifiable damage or de- 
struction of their property has occurred.” The court is 
also directed to “include in its findings its conclusions 
as to whether ‘practically indiscriminate killing of na- 
tives has been going on for some time,’ as alleged in the 
letter from Brig. Gen. George Barnett, U.S.M.C., to 
Col. John H. Russell, U.S.M.C.” 

On Oct. 16, Secretary Daniels stated that it had been 
decided to name Major Gen. Wendell C. Neville, U.S. 
M.C., on the court of inquiry in place of General Pen- 
dieton because the latter had served in Haiti and Santo 
Domingo, and it was desired that the court be wholly 
free from actual contact with insular administration. 
Officers on the retired list who had served in Haiti, for 
example Brig. Gen. A. W. Catlin, the Secretary said, 
would be ordered to active duty for the inquiry. The 
court would go fully into the loss of the Russell report 
of March 13, 1919, which had never becn received at 
marine headquarters, the Secretary said, to discover if 
pessible if persons interested in its content had tampered 
with the mails and blocked its transmission. Rear <Ad- 
miral Harry S. Knapp, U.S.N., now in Haiti on special 
duty, had been ordered‘ to study the situation and recom- 
mend procedure, even to the point of the withdrawal of 
the marine forces. The Secretary reiterated that Geu- 
eral Barnett was at liberty to make any statement he 
desired for publication. 

The court continued the cxamination of documents 
bearing on the inquiry for the remainder of the week. It 
was announced on Oct. 21 that the sessions of the court 
will be open wherever held, in this country or in Haiti. 





ADMIRAL KNAPP ON HAITIAN SITUATION. 
Replies to Questions Asked by Citizen. 


‘'o Rear Admiral Harry S, Knapp, U.S.N., Secretary 

Daniels gave the task of answering fourteen specilic 
questions asked by Charles McKinley, of Portland, Ore., 
regarding conditions in the island of Haiti that were ob- 
viously inspired by recent newspaper accounts of con- 
ditions there under the American occupation. In re- 
sponse to Mr. McKinley's first question 2s to whvther 
“it is true that some 3,000 Haitian men, women and 
children have been shot by American troops since the 
occupation of Haiti in 1915,’ Admiral Knapp explained 
that “during the necessary military operations that 
have taken place in Haiti since the occupation in 1915 
it is very possible that three thousand Haitian men in 
all may have been killed. . . . It is pertinent as 
part of an answer to this question to state that during 
this same period American lives have also been sacri- 
ficed, as well as the lives of the Haitian Gendarmerie, 
who, with the Americans. were endeavoring to bring 
about conditions of tranquillity. As far as women and 
childrer are concerned the answer to this question is 
No.” 
No cases of “strangulation, flogging and ‘sept,’ -used 
fur the purpose of extracting information from Haitians, 
were known to Admiral Knapp or to any of the officers 
he had talked with who had been on duty in Haiti, he 
said in reply to a question on this point, also declaring 
he did not understand what the questioner meant by the 
word “sept,” nor did any of the high officers of the 
occupation. The corvée system was employed during the 
American occupation, Admiral Knapp states, for the 
purpose of building roads. ‘lhe corvée law has been on 
the Haitian statute books since Jan. 1, 1865. “Similar 
laws exist, or have existed,” the Admiral pvints out, 
“in states of our own country, but the word ‘corvée’ is 
not used in the United States.” On Oct. 1, 1918, the 
commanding officer of the Haitian Gendarmerie issued 
an order by direction of the president of Haiti abolish- 
ing the use of the corvée system. With the exception 
of one or two remote regions, this order was promptly 
obeyed, any failure to enforce’ the law being promptly 
corrected by the brigade commander as soon as he 
learned of it. 

The literal answer to the question, “Is it true that 
no legislative assembly has been: convened since 1916,” 
is No. “It is true,”” Admiral Knapp states, “that, under 
the occupation and before the convention of 1915 was 
signed and in effect, the custom houses were adminis 
tered and the customs revenues were collected under the 
direction of an officer of the pay cerps of the U.S. Navy. 
This continued until the Receiver General provided for 
in the convention of 1915 assumed office in Haiti. This 
measure undoubtedly saved hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, if not millions, to the Haitian national treasury. 
Ile also stated that it was beyond his province to speak 
for the State Department in response to the question as 
to whether R. S. Farnham, vice-president of the Na- 
tional City Bank, is “virtually the representative of the 
State Department in matters relating to the island re- 
public?’ Admiral Knapp said neither he nor those who 
were longer in Haiti knew of the military authorities 
having overturned the decisions of the civil courts where 
persons accused of crime have been acquitted. On the 
contrary, he added, orders have been repeatedly given to 
uphold the Haitian civil courts, and not to interfere 
even where injustice was manifest. 

As to the existence of a censorship, Admiral Knapp 
quotes an order *sued by Capt. A. S. Williams, U.S. 
M.C., Provost Marshal, on Sept. 3, 1915, announcing 
that the freedom of the press would not be interfered 
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with, but the publishing of false or incendiary propa- 
ganda would be dealt with by the military courts. Ad- 
miral Knapp adds: “There is no censorship, in the ordi- 
nary sense of the word, of telegrams or of letters, which 
come and go freely, whether in plain language or in 
code. The order quoted above is not, strictly speaking, 
one of esnsorship. It is one forbidding inflammatory or 
indecent publications in the press. The word ‘censor- 
ship’ is misused, and a false issue is raised thereby. 
The order qu-ted above has not been withdrawn, 
nor has the proclamation of martial law under which 
the occupation continues. If unlicensed, inflammatory 
speeches and writings are permitted, they will inevitably 
lead to the injury of the Haitian people themselves.” 

It is not true “that a privileged status has been given 
American officials in the way of s)ecial perquisites, such 
as free automebiles, which are denied their Haitian 
superiors.” It is not true that “since the amendment of 
the Haitian constitution in 1918 to permit alien own- 
ership of real estate American cigizens and corpo- 
rations have rapidly acquired the most fertile lands and 
the most productive industrial enterprises in Haiti.” 
he reasons that “justified the inclusion in the Haitian 
Convention of September, 1915, of Article X (which 
transfers to the United States the control of Haitian 
police)” were that before the occupation the Haitian 
army “was utterly inefficient, undisciplined and un- 
trained,” the Admiral states, “and there was no real 
need for a Haitian army.” 

As to when the United States would withdraw its mil- 
itary force from Haiti, Admiral Knapp replied he could 
not answer for the Admimistration, but his personal 
view is “that the work of the American intervention 
will have been practically lost if the United States 
withdraws its military forees from Haiti for a great 
many years te come. I am not hopeful that the old 
ideas of graft—of public office as a means of private 
gain—can ever be extirpated from those who have 
reached manhood under the old corrapt standards. In 
other words, I personally believe that it will take at 
least a generation to have in Haiti sufficient men of a 
high enough standard of ethics to provide personnel for 
an honest administration and a background of honest 
population for its support. During the past five years 
the action of individual Americans: may have been un- 
worthy in some cases, but the general conduct of the 
officers of the occupation and of American. treaty offi- 
cials in Haiti cannot in all fairness be judged by -the 
unworthy actions of a few individuals.” 
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GENERAL BARNETT’S HAITI REPORT. 
Relates Five-Year Record of Marine Corps on Island. 


The complete text of the report made by Brig. Gen. 
George Barnett, U.S.M.C., to the Setretary of the Navy, 
covering affairs in the Republic of Haiti from June, 
1915, to June 30, 1920, issued under date of Oct. 11, 
1920, is now available, together with an additional re- 
port that was written by General Barnett on Sept. 18, 
1920. ‘The first part of the report is devotc.! entirely to 
the military history of the Marine Corps in the island of 
Haiti since June, 1915. The supplemental report, as 
shown in our issue of Oct. 16, is devoted solely to mak- 
ing an explanation of the circumstances that eaused the 
marines in Haiti to be charged with “indiscriminate 
killing” of natives. 

General Barnett begins his report by describing the 
conditions under which American naval forces were first 
landed at Cape Haitien on July 27, 1915, from the 
U.S.S. Washington and Eagle, under the command of 
Rear Admiral William B. Caperton, U.S.N., to protect 
American lives and property in the revolution that was 
sweeping over the island. He gives in official detail the 
story of the uprising in Port-au-Prince on July 28 of 
that year, as related by Admiral Caperton, and the Ad- 
miral’s request for a regiment of marines to police the 
city, owing to the disorder and outrages, these last in- 
cluding the brutal assassination of President Guillame. 
Under the direction of the State and Navy Departments 
Admiral Caperton landed a provisional regiment of two 
battalions of marines under the command of Capt. (now 
colonel) George Van Orden, U.S.M.C., at Port-au- 
Prince, on the afternoon of July 28, this date marking 
the beginning of the Marine Corps history in Haiti, and 
whose troubled career there has brought forth this report 
five years later. The first attack by a Haitian mab on 
the marines took place two days after their landing, when 
two seamen were killed. Captain Van Orden received 
very high praise from Admiral Caperton for his conduct 
in the occupation of Port-au-Prince, as shown in a letter 
written by the Admiral on relinquishing command of the 
Cruiser Force, Atlantic Fleet. The force under Captain 
Van Orden’s command was strengthened on Aug. 4, 1915, 
by the arrival of five companies of the 2d Regiment of 
Se _— Corps, under command of Col. Eli K, Cole, 
On Aug. 2 Admiral Caperton reported to the Navy 
Department that a large part of the responsibility for 
the existence of the many Haitian revolutienists was due 
to the “professional soldiers called Cacos,” this being the 
first time there is mentioned in the report the class of 
Haitians that were later to cause so many engagements 
between themselves and our marines. On the following 
day Admiral Caperton expressed the opinion to the de- 
partment in a cablegram that if a government of law 
and order was to be established in Haiti the Caco bands 
must be broken up. As to the situation among the Hai- 
tians at that time Admiral Caperton reported: “All 
classes except the Cacos express great relief at the pres- 
ence of American troops, as Americans afford the only 
hope of relief from government by terror. It is univer- 
sally believed. here: that should the Americans depart the 
government will lapse into complete anarchy. The 
United States must, in my opinion, expect to remain in 
Haiti until the native government is self-sustaining and 
until the people are educated to respect and abide by the 
laws.” » 

Col. Littleton W. T. Waller, U.S.M.C., was ordered to 
Port-au-Prince on Aug. 6, 1915, as brigade commander, 
and on the same day the Ist Regiment, less the 2d Com- 
pany, brigade headquarters and signal company, was or- 
dered to duty in Eaiti, arriving there on Aug. 15. Ad- 
miral Caperton had to establish a military government 
at Cape Haitien on Aug. 12 owing to factional disturb- 
ances over the presidential elections on that day, in 
which Dartiguenave was elected to that office by the 
Haitians. The Secretary of the Navy evidently misun- 
derstood the situation, for Admiral Caperton explained 
that the Americans had not fired a national salute to the 
new president nor had he set up a military government 
in Port-au-Prince. On Aug. 18 the Admiral was directed 
by the Secretary of the Navy to assume charge of ten 
custom houses, including those at Port-au-Prince and 
Cape Haitien, and outbreaks of the Cacos, together with 
their attitude of opposition to the government, made it 
necessary for the Major General Commandart of the 


. 


Marine Corps on Aug 21 to order the Artillery battalion 
stationed at Annapolis, Md., to duty in Haiti. On Aug. 
26 three additional companies of marines were sent to 
that island, so that by Aug. 31, 1915, the force included 
eighty-eight officers and 1,941 enlisted men. On the fol- 
lowing day Admiral Caperton declared martial law at 
Port-au-Prince. ‘ 
. Our Forces in Haiti. 

Col. Littleton W. T. Waller, U.S.M.C., was the first 
brigade commander, having been ordered to ihat duty on 
Aug. 6, 1915, arriving at Haiti on Aug.15. Col. Eli K. 
Cole was then transferred to the command of the Ist 
Regiment. On Nov. 22, 1916, Colonel Waller was suc- 
ceeded in command of the brigade by Brig. Gen. Eli K. 
Cole, who was relieved on Nov. 28, 1917, by Col. John 
H. Russell. 4 

The U.S. forces operating in Haiti in 1915 included 
officers and men from the 1st Brigade of Marines, 1st and 
2d Regiments, Artillery battalion, 3d Signal Company, 
detachm-nts from U.S.8. Washington and U.S.8. Con- 
necticut ; two additional officers were noted as on board 
U.S.S. Tennessee and Eagle. Personnel of the Ist Bri- 
gade in Haiti was as follows:

Many Skirmishes with Bandits. 


From the beginning of September until the end of 
December, 1915, the marines fought many skirmishes 
and more extensive engagements with the Cacos in their 
efforts to bring order to the people of the island. The 
largest number of Haitians killed in one of these actions 
wa®@ estimated at sixty, at Haut du Cap, on Sept. 26, 
when there were ten casualties among the marines. On 
Sept. 26, near St. Marc, three Cacos were killed and 
nine wounded; on the night of Oct. 25-26, during a 
night attack by Caces, eight of them were killed and ten 
wounded by the command under Major Smedley D. But- 
ler. On Nov. 8, 1915, fifteen bandits were caught near 
Grande Riviere; two were killed and nine wounded. 
The capture of Fort Riviere on Nov. 17 was accompa- 
nied with the loss of fifty-one Cacos. It was as a result 
of his gallantry at this fight that Major Butler was 
awarded the Medal of Honor. These engagements would 
not appear to have caused very heavy losses on the part 
of the natives, but the Navy Department thought other- 
wise, for en Nov. 18 Admiral Caperton received a mes- 
sage from the department stating that the American 
“offensive be suspended in view of the heavy losses re- 
ceived by Haitians in recent engagements, in order to 
prevent further loss of life.” 

The year 1916 was ushered in by an attack on the 
marines quartered in the Caserne Barracks, Port-au- 
Prince, by a small body of Haitians, and attacks were 
made on other parts of the town, but all were suppressed 
within an hour, with one Haitian killed and a few 
wounded. The treaty between the United States and 
Haiti providing for the establishment of Haitian Con- 
stabulary was ratified by the United .States Senate on 
Feb. 28, 1916, this providing for the Haitian Gendar- 
merie. On March 11 the Secretary of the Navy sent a 
message to Admiral Caperton telling him not to relin- 
quish any part of the military control which he was exer- 
cising in Haiti, “nor, without further instructions, put 
an end to martial Jaw as now in force.’ On March 23 
seventeen Haitian prisoners escaped from the prison at 
Fort Liberté, two being killed while escaping. The first 
case of mutilation of an American member of the Gen- 
darmerie took place about March 28, the victim being 
Pvt. Ducas Colbert, who was mutilated with machetes. 

The treaty between the United States and Haiti was 
proclaimed on May 3, 1916, but attacks continued to be 
made by the Cacos on the Gendarmerie, one on May 31 
resulting in the death of twelve Cacos. Skirmishes con- 
tinued throughout June and July, with few casualties to 
the Haitians, and on Aug. 21 two patrols of gendarmes 
killed two bandits and eaptured three in a fight with 
twelve bandits. The agreement concerning the organiza- 
tion of the Haitian Gendarmerie was signed by the 
United States and the Republic of Haiti on Aug. 24. 
and on that date the Major General Commandant author- 
ized the brigade commander, Ist Brigade, U.S.M.C., at 
Port-au-Prince, to transfer all officers and enlisted men 
on duty with the Haitian Constabulary from the Marine 
Corps organizations to which they were attached to the 
Constabulary Detachment. On Sept. 29 Pvt. George M. 
Meier, 16th Company. was stabbed and killed at Cape 
Haitien. The report then states: 

“On Oct. 9, 1916, the Major General Commandant reported to 
the Bureau of Navigation that the strength of the expeditionary 
force in Haili was 979 enlisted men, and recommended that it 
be reduced to 500 enlisted men. On Oct. 21, 1916, the Ameri 
can Minister in Haiti reported that experience has proven that 
any apparent reduction in the forces of occupation of Haiti will 
remove the salutary restraint from the troublesome element, and 


will cause a dissipation of the feeling of security among the 
government and civil element, thereby endangering public peace, 
On Nov. 3, 1916, the Secretary of the Navy stated that. the 
department did not desire any material reduction in the forces 
in Haiti and Santo Domingo at the present time. The expe- 
ditionary foree in Haiti, he stated, would not be withdrawn, 
and also that martial law would not be repealed until the Gen- 
darmerie and administrators of civil positions provided for by 
the treaty were ready to assume contro] without assistance. On 
th2 same date the Secretary of the Naty informed the Major 
General Commandant as follows: “The department desires that 


no material reduction in the forces ashore in Haiti and Santo 
Domingo be made a the present time. Favorable consideration 
will be given, however, to a gradual reduction in the near future 
emg a te in Haiti te 500 when circumstances warrant such 
reduction.’ 


Marine Corps Rendered Valuable Service. ) 
“In his annual report, dated Dec, 1, 1916, to the President, 
the Secretary of the Navy made the following statements: ‘In the 
restoration of order and the preservation of peace in the revolu- 
lion-torn Republies ef Haiti and Santo Domingo the Marine 
Corps has rendered most valuable service. This service drafted 
most of the personnel of the entire corps, except that portica 
serving aboard ships and guarding navy and almost dur- 
ing the entire year the corps was in this expeditionary 
work. About this time last year Col. Littleton W. T. Waller, 
with the Ist Brigade, was in occupation of Haiti. Peace was 
restored and the tides of island traffic again flowed through 
their natural ch is. The effecti led to

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On Nov. 2, 1917, President Dartiguenaye addressed a 
letter to Brigadier General Cole, who was called to the 


United States by other duties, expressing the good will 
of the Haitians toward him and thanks for his “fruit- 
fal co-operation” with the Haitian authorities, and the 
sound judgment he had displayed. In a letter dated Jan. 
10, 1918, addressed by President Dartignenave to “Gen. 
S. D, Butler, Chief of the Gendarmerie of Haiti,’ the 
ae chief spoke of an inspection trip he had made, 
adding : : 

“It is, in fact, due to the great works of reconstructing and re- 
pairing the public highways undertaken un your intelligent 
and energetic direction that I have been able, in so short a 
time, to go to the North, I have verified, to my great 
satisfaction, the actual progress in the regions visited and the 
excellent attitude of the inhabitants. I prophesy for my country 
@ brilliant and prosperous future of order and of peace. In 
a. you my most cordial congratulations, it is impossible not 
to think of your devoted helpers, to whom you will please convey 
the impression of the great gratitude of my government. Please 


-accept, by dear Genes, my deepest thanks, together with my 


most cerdial regards. 

The Acting Secretary of State expressed his apprecia- 
tion of the services of Brig. Gen. Eli K.. Cole in the 
Republic of Haiti ina letter dated Jan. 24.1918, to the 
Secretary of the Navy. He spoke particularly of “val- 
vable assistance in connection with the Haitian consti- 
tution.” 

President Dartiguenave wrote a further letter of com- 
mendation and affection to Lieut. Col. S. D. Butler in 
May, 1918, when orders detaching that officer from duty 
in Haiti caused him to tender his resignation as chief of 
the Gendarmerie. The report continues: 


Bandit Activities in 1918-19-20. 

“The small revolution started in the latter part of 1918, under 
the leadership of Charlemagne Peralte, in North Haiti, continued 
in a small way. throughout the year 1919, Char i 
killed in October, 1919, and was succeeded by Benoit Batraville, 
who was also killed in April, 1920. Marine patrols and the 
Gendarmerie had numerous skirmishes with the bandits during 
ma year 1919, and finally succeeded in breaking, up the out- 
awry. 

“The Brigade Commander on Jan, 15, 1920, reported as fel- 
lows: ‘About four a.m. this date, bandits with a strength of 
approximately 300 attempted to enter the city of Port-au-Prince, 
first dividing into three columns. They were prom met by 
Marine and Gendarme patrols, driving them back, and pursued 
them to the hills. Patrols at day’ being sent well oni into 
the Oul de Sac, to work into Port-au-Prince, combing that sec- 
tion. Over fifty per cent. of the bandits who attempted to enter 
the city were killed, captured or wounded. A chief named Sola 
mon, whe led the column into the Belair section and set fire to 
a few shacks in this section, was captured.’” 

The brigade commander under date of April 4, .1920, 
reported an engagement, in which . Lawrence Muth, 
a lieutenant in the Gendarmerie d’Haiti, was killed in 
action in a fight between a small patrol of marines and 
gendarmes and Benoit’s band, on Mount Michel, who 
attacked from ambush. Upon receiving the news at Mire- 
balais twenty-one patrols were at once sent out. The 
body of Lieutenant Muth was recovered by a patrol un- 
der Lieutenant Colonel Little, and about twenty-five 
more bandits were killed. Lieutenant Muth’s body had 
been badly mutilated, heart cut out and head cut off. 

Following report of a trip of inspection made in April, 
1920, by the President of iti, several members of his 
cabinet, two press correspondents and Commanders Me 
Lean and Gayler, U.S.N., the Secretary of State on May 
12, 1920, addressed to the Secretary of the Navy a letter 
in which he said: “I should be pleased, Mr. Secretary, 
provided it is not against the discipline of the Service, if 
you would convey to Colonel Russell my es es 
and thanks for the excellent work he has performed in 
carrying out his duties in Haiti so efficiently.” 

Benoit Batraville, the supreme leader of the Cacos in 
Haiti, was killed by a marine detachment on May 19, 
1920. The brigade commander reported that “this re- 
moved leading bandit chief and assures complete pacifica- 
tion.” 


General Barnett’s Supplementary Report. 


General Barnett then states that on Sept. 18, 1920, 
“in obedience to orders received from the Secretary of 
the Navy,” he prepared and forwarded the supplemen- 
tary report, from which extracts were made public last 
week and noted in our issue of Oct. 16, page 187. Mat- 
ters not heretofore made public include the following: 

General Barnett wrote a letter on Sept. 27, 1919, 
which reads: 

“Confidential. From the Major General Commandant. To the 
Brigade Commander, 1st Provisional Brigade, Marines, Port-au- 
Prince, Haiti. 

“Subject: Uniawful acts by members of the Gendarmerie 
ad’ Haiti and Marines in Haiti. 

“1. It appears from the testimony in the general court-martial 
cases of Pvts. Walter E. Johnson and John J. MeQuilkin, jr., 
Marine Corps, and from the argument of the counsel for the 
defense in the case of Private Johnson, Ist Lieut. F. L. Spear, 
that unlawful executions of Haitians, called Cacos, have oc- 
curred in Haiti. You will issue immediately necessary and 
yroper instructions regarding these unlawful actions. 

“2, It appears that Sergeant Brokaw, lieutenant of the Gen- 
darmerie, has been transferred North to the hospital, so no 
action can be t,ken in his case. 

‘8. Make a, investigation and submit a confidential report 
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i. — 
regarding the actions of Lieutenant Spear, as stated in his 
argument as counsel for the defense in the court-martial case of 
Private Johnson. A copy of this argument is attached hereto. 
“4. Such unwarranted and uniawful actions on the part. of 
officers and men of the Marine Corps, or of the Gendarmerie 
dad Haui.i cannot be tolerated under avy cireumsiances. 
“George Barnett.” 
A confidential letter written by General Haives to 
Colonel Russell on Doc. 24, 1919, as to returning to the 
U.S. officers and men on duty in Haiti, to give testi- 
mony. is reproduced in the report, and reads: 
“Confidential. My dear Russell: J 
“The report of the invesiigation of Maj or Turner of Nov. 3, 
together with your communication of Dec. 7, was received yes- 
terday. The recommendation contained in Par. 7 of your letter 
w.ll te carried out. 
“In the meaniime, the General thinks that it would be ad- 
visable for you to get all the testimony possible; if necessary, 
sworn statements in the case, It is considered that this is de- 
sirable because such testimony might be very difficult, if not 
impossible, to get after the people implicated are actually in 
Haiti. It is cor asidered especially desirable to ascertain, if you 
ean, when and how the records of the Gendarmerie disappeared 
*As soon as the testimony here is taken, it is the General's 
intention to order such people as may seem necessary te ret ura 
w Haii You will be informed by radio when they start. 


Coleone! Russell Wriles* of Bandit Activities. 

General Barnett next states the facts about the papers 
referred to by General Haines. the conversat’on between 
General Haines and the Secretary of the Navy, and his 
failure to receive Colonel Russell's repert up to the time 
he was relieved as Commandant of the Marine Corps, 
the complete text of this part of the repert having been 
printed in our issne of Oct. 16. The text of a letter 
written by Colonel Russell to General Barnett on Oct. 
17. 1919, with a copy of the preclamation to the people 
of Haiti referred to in our issue of Oct. 16, is intreduced 
in the report. Colonel Russcll refers te a letter re- 
ceived from General Barnett, and adds: 
to assure you that I have taken 
up the matter you mention most seriously, and will go into ik 
thoroughly. I am enclosing herewith a copy of a confidential 
order, which I have just issued, as wel as a proclamation. The 
proclamation will be published in all the newspapers in Haiti, 
posted in all towns, and read at the markets to th> people o1 
cou town by ths Magistrat (Mager). i have gotten out sev 
eral other proclama.ions, siuce my arrival, with a view of 
quicting the tears of the Phen regarding the bandits. 

“Almost inm_ diately upon my arrival things began popping 
here, right and left, and together with an unsa isfaciry pori_ical 
situation kept m2 on the jump. [I wrote General Long the 
other day regarding conditions here, and | have no doubt he 
has informed you. 

“We have now completely cleared the plain of the Cal de 
Sec ot bandit groups, and at preseni they appear to b» gath 
ering in Honda Valley, wih a vitw possibly of evossing the 
herder and geing to northern Haiti or of another descent ia the 
plains. The latter I hardly Letieve, as we get at them readily 
when taey are in the plains 

“Tt am now making preparations to strike this band from 
Belladare, I.as Cahobas, Savanctte. Ii will be unable to cross 
the border if our plans work ou!, buat those that get away will 
be fore od to scatter and retreat toward (4° Graad Bois. 

ix estimated that about 2,000 bandits infest the hills. 
They are under Charlemagne Peralte, who sty'es himself the 
Sapreme Chie I estimate that they are mos'ly armed with 
machetes, knives, pikes, a few pistols, and some two or three 
hundred rifles. I don’t believe that in all Haiti there are more 
than 400 to 500 rifles, if that many. They are very shor: o 
ammuni.ion. ‘They use our ammunition and the Krag by (iviag 
a piece of goatskin or string around the base of the cartridge. 
Ihave cons-quently issued very strict ord>rs regarding the ac 
coua’ing of our own and Gendarmerie ammuniion 

“The Hai.ians, as you no doubt know, are a very hysterical! 
people. Hundreds of rumors are circulated among them daily 
that are simply ridiculous, but, like chi'dren, they believe thom 
and comploicly lose their heads. 

“It is very hard in consequences to quiet them; however. I 
beli-ve I have now succeeded in bucking them up. Of course 
the officials seized the epportunily to make as much as they 
could out of the affair, until T sent for the President's brother 
‘(Minister of Interior) and told Lim plainly that the governmen 
instead of co-operating with me, was obstructing my work, and 
that [| would not stand for it; then things brightened up, as 
far as the officials were concerned. 

“Vesterday I accompanied the American. Minister’ on a visit 
to the President, with the result that one of the Cabinet mem 
bers, who bas been a great obsiructionixé, has resigned, so 
that the political situation is also much brigh‘er. 

As you know, General, I shall give my very best to the 
situation here, which is far from satisfactory, and with the 
backing thar I know I may expect from Headquarters, I feel 
eonfident I can ec'ear it up and make a record for the Corps.” 

The preelamation to the people of Haiti is in French 
and dated Oct. 15, 1919. It notes that the corvée system 
bas been definitely abolished. recall’ng that it had been 
establ'shed by Haitian law. The proclamation continues : 

“TOceupation entend é@ablir pour vous, dans votre Pays 
une paix permanente, afin dx vous permettre de vous engage 
dans les travaux agricoles et autres et de gugner par la une 
existence honaete, 

A cela je vous adjure de continuer \ vaquer a vos occupa 
tious usuelles, dans la persuasion que vous etes enliérement ei 
sinefrement protégés par Occupation. 

“IT, Oveupation est déterminée + faire que les lois d'Haiii 
soient respee Ges et elle assurera de sen entiére protec ion tous 
les bens et paisibles citoyens, tandis qu'elle pourchassera les 
bandits.” 

The report closes with four paragraphs, three of which 
app ared in our issue of Oct. 16, describing General Bar 
nett's tour of inspection in Haiti in company with the 
Assisiant Secretary of the Navy in January. 1917, h's 
view as to the corvée system, the statisties ss to the num- 
ber of casualties among the Haitian bandits, and his 
summary of the military view of the Haitien situation.

ATLANTIC AND PACIFIC FLEET ¢ 

Secretary Daniels stated on Oct. 16 *' the Navy 
Department had issued instructions to t.. Commander- 
in-Chief of the 1 Atlantic Fleet and the Commander- 
in-Chief of the Pacific Flect, to submit tentative 
itineraries for the foreign eru'ses to be made by the re 
spective fleets in the summer of 1921. The present idea 
is that the Atlant'e Fleet will visit ports on the Pat 
coast of South America and also Cape Town, and poss 
bly other South African ports, including passing the 
island of St. Helena. the heme of Napoleon during his 











captivity. 

The Pae'tic Fleet is expected to visit the South Sea
